IVEN an unencumbered site, and freedom to choose the 
sequence of operations, it is a very simple matter to 
construct a basement that will be bone dry even when sur- 
rounded by water. In this case, however, a perverse fate 
seemed to have devised every circumstance which could weigh 
against a successful result. The shoring up and underpinning 
of three buildings on adjoining sites, and at the same time 
supporting the roadway to the Cannon Street frontage, was 
exceptionally complicated, and was made more difficult by 
the volume of water that was encountered in excavating 
through the ballast into the blue clay, for the sub-basement 
which is 30 feet below street level. As a consequence the 
deposition of the waterproofed concrete had. to be done in 
sections, thus involving many work joints. It says as much for 
the skill and care of the contractors, as it does for the design 
which made it possible to do the work in this way, and for the 
efficacy of ‘PUDLO’ Brand cement waterproofer—the inclusion 
of which in the structural concrete was the sole means 
depended upon to make the underground structure waterproof. 
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ARCHITECTURE IN THE MINOR KEY 


E discussed in our last issue the failure of 
the Government to make proper use of 
architects’ services in the national war effort, and 
gave some reasons why this should be. Those 
reasons included the veiling of the true function of 
architecture by Ruskin and others who were pre- 
occupied with style and ornament, and also the 
predominance of the historico-aesthetic note in the 
conduct of R.I.B.A. affairs in the period preceding 
the Four Years War. ‘Twelve or twenty years ofa 
reorientated policy by the Institute’s Council have 
not been sufficient, so it would seem, to compel the 
layman to alter his opinion that the architect is 
primarily an expert in decoration and not a practical 
man of business, and therefore represents an 
additional cost on a building without commensurate 
advantage. We find the natural corollary to this 
in time of war, when the provision of the maximum 
of roofed accommodation in the shortest possible 
time is held to be the task of the engineer. 


By all the means at their disposal in the past few 
years—by propaganda and by visual exhibitions— 
the R.I.B.A. has worked hard to dislodge from the 
public’s mind this conception of the architect’s 
function and to install him in his true position as a 
planner and designer. Seemingly, this campaign 
has not been waged long enough to compel Govern- 
ment Departments to revise their out-of-date opinion 
of the architect’s place in the life of the community. 


The Government may therefore be said in this 
direction to have failed the community and, as a 
result, the nation is not reaping the benefit of 
architects’ services at a time when so much con- 
struction is under way, in which siting and planning 
are not less important than speed of erection. In 
amplification of this we may say that good planning 
is essential, not only from the viewpoints of work- 
ability and efficiency but because of the permanent 
effect for good or evil which buildings have upon 
their surroundings. 


If, therefore, the Government have failed in their 
plain duty, is the converse true? Have architects 
failed the Government and the community? We 
think not. Quite apart from the many architects 


' who are serving in H.M. Forces on sea, land and in 


the air, there are a large number who are filling with 
great success subordinate emergency jobs in such 
departments as the Admiralty, the War Office, the 
Ministry of Supply and the Air Ministry. Most of 
these jobs have been obtained through the R.I.B.A. 
Central Register, and others by way of the Archi- 
tectural Association, which has placed many of the 
hundred or more architects who applied to join the 
A.A. “ groups” in positions in the Royal Engineers 
as clerks of works and garrison engineers, and 
in civil engineers’ organisations as architectural 
assistants. | 


That these jobs have been given to architects 
rather than to engineers is largely, no doubt, a 
concession to the Institute’s justifiable complaint 
that the reservation of architects connoted reserva- 
tion for a purpose, but the competent manner in 
which the men appointed in the early stages have 
acquitted themselves has also played its part. 

That these architects should be doing good work 
(as reports which have reached us indicate) in posts 
in which there is little opportunity for original 
design and planning, but only for vetting existing 
schemes and controlling contracts, seems to show 
that though the frontal attack to establish the 
architect’s value in the Government’s mind has 
failed, these flanking movements are successfully 
establishing the architect’s reputation as a practical 
man of affairs, with a grasp of first principles and 
an eye for detail which command respect. It is 
significant lately that where Government Depart- 
ments exercise control over industrial extensions 
there is an increasing tendency to prefer to deal 
with architect-designed schemes. 

It is possible that some of the posts now occupied 
by architects would have caused the practitioner of 
thirty years ago to have thrown himself into the 
Round Pond. No doubt, also, there are still some 
to whom the Arop in financial earnings counts for 
less than the loss of professional status which they 
imagine themselves to suffer by taking some of the 
posts mentioned. If this be so, we believe those 
architects are not only laying up for themselves a 
good deal of mental disquietude, but are also doing 
no service to their profession. It cannot be made 
too clear that much as a man who seeks to prove 
that he is a gentleman so automatically disbars 
himself, so the architect who insists in and out of 
season upon his professional status in preference to 
allowing his professional attributes and ethical 
standards to do his talking for him is apt to put 
himself out of court. 

What the immediate future holds for architects is 
problematical. As the war effort develops and 
intensifies, however, there will be building to be 
done ; as an example may be quoted Mr. Burgin’s 
statement last week that there are thirty-seven 


more ordnance factories yet to be built within the 


next eighteen months. Quite apart from the 
possibility of a resumption of civil building—not 
necessarily so remote as the pessimists believe— 
there are such avenues as evacuation accommoda- 
tion and educational, hospital and other essential 
public service work lying ahead in the near future. 





In all these directions, which are likely to be under 


Governmental control, the architect’s opportunities 
will be in direct ratio to the contribution which, in 
spite of the difficulties which have been placed in 
his way, he is making to the successful prosecution 
of the war.

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Shelters: Professional Advice to the Public. 


THE arrangements made by the Govern- 
ment for A.R.P. shelters permit the free 
supply of shelters to certain categories of 
the civil population according to their 
income, and require the provision of 
shelters in establishments comprising 50 
persons or more. There is a gap, however, 
in the official shelter arrangements for the 
civil population, which begins with the 
category earning a fraction over £5 a 
week and includes householders with very 
varying incomes above this limit. 

The present policy of the Government 
is based upon the assumption that house- 
holders in the category not included in 
any of the official schemes will provide 
their own shelter accommodation. Inquiry 
shows that very little effective private 
shelter accommodation has in fact been 
provided by this category, which com- 
prises a large proportion of the popula- 
tion in some specified areas. 

The principal institutions associated 
with the building industry have—in col- 
laboration with the Ministry of Home 
Security—agreed to ask their members to 
give the necessary advice to such house- 
holders as desire it, and a panel of pro- 
fessional A.R.P. advisers distributed 
throughout the country on a regional 
basis is being prepared. 

It is suggested that the members of a 
panel will place their services at the dis- 
posal of householders who desire advice 
as to shelter accommodation, charging 
10s. 6d. for the visit to the householder’s 
premises and giving him a short written 
report as to the possibility of providing 
shelter accommodation to meet his 
requirements. Technical notes on the 
best methods of carrying out the work are 
(according to a statement by the Liver- 
pool Architectural Society): being pre- 
pared and will be sent to all advisers. 
Should any constructional work result 
from the advice given,’ this will be a 
matter of separate arrangement with the 
householder, and resulting fees will not 
be merged in the initial consultation fee. 


A.A. Groups. a 

Tue Architectural Association announces 
that since the special meeting which was 
held on October 10 last to discuss the 
formation of groups, no detailed announce- 
ment of the Committee’s activities has 
been made, and it is felt that one is now 
called for. On November 28, a deputation 
was received by the R.I.B.A. to discuss 
the groups system, and they agreed that 
they had no objection to the A.A. form- 
ing groups and pursuing any methods of 
cbtaining work for them. 

The response which was made for the 
names of those wishing to join the groups 
was about 100, and since then many of 
these have obtained work under the Royal 
Engineers, as clerks of works and garrison 
engineers, and in civil engineers’ organi- 
sations as architectural assistants. 

The Committee, however, has considered 
many alternative means of putting for- 
ward the cause of the architect, and a 
committee of writers was set up to deal 
with letters to the Press. A letter from 
the President appeared in The Times, 
and one in the Daily Telegraph. The 


number of letters received in reply to 
these, and the increase of interest now 
being taken in the subject, show that the 
campaign has been of considerable value. 
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NOTES AND NEWS 


Several builders have been approached 
with a view to ascertaining their views 
on the appointment of architects for 
Government buildings. 

We are all aware (the statement pro- 
ceeds) that several Government buildings 
are being entrusted to architects in a 
private capacity, but no response has yet 
been made to the idea of employing a 
group of architeets under a leader, and as 
it may be that this will not be made until 
the groups have proved their efficiency in 
some other way, such as by writing 
articies for the daily and technical Press, 
or by carrying out some form of research, 
it is felt that some guidance might be 
given by members of the groups. 


Timberless Houses, Bristol and Coventry. 


Tue building of timberless houses in 
Bristol was discussed by Bristol Hous- 
ing Committee at a recent meeting, 
when Alderman C. R. Gill, the Chairman, 
said that there might = be alternative 
materials to be used for building purposes 
in place of timber, and if it was the com- 
mittee’s wish and the Ministry agreed, 
they could go on with war work without 
excessive cost and meeting difficulties in 
the matter of material. 

Mr. J. Nelson Meredith, City Architect, 
said the cost of timberless houses would 
not be more than 15 per cent. above pre- 
war housing cost—and timber was 20 per 
cent. of the cost of the houses they had 
built. He described the type of house he 
suggested, saying the foundation would 
be of concrete, the walls of brick, ground’ 
floor in concrete, with Granwood, lino or 
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Ministry of Health has agreed to approve 
plans which incorporated the following 
amendments: Roofs, flat concrete; floors, 
to be constructed of concrete covered with 
linoleum or cork and provided with tile 
skirtings; staircases, concrete; door 
frames and castings, pressed steel; win- 
dow frames, steel with wide flanges and no 
wood surrounds; and air-raid shelters, to 
be provided in each house by enlarging 
one of the offices. 


Architecture Students’ Visit to Cardiff. 


A party of students of the R.W.A. School 
of Architecture, Bristol, accompanied by 
Mr. R. S. Redwood, A.R.I.B.A., and Mr. 
T. W. Snailum, A.R.I.B.A., visited, on 
March 13, the Welsh School of Architec- 
ture, Cardiff Technical College, where they 
inspected an exhibition of the work of the .- 
Welsh students, and then paid a visit to 
the Temple of Peace in Cathays Park, de- 
signed by Mr. Percy Thomas. The visitors 
were entertained to luncheon at the Sand- 
ringham Hotel, where a welcome was 
given by Mr. W. S. Purchon, M.A., 
F.R.1.B.A., Head of the Welsh School of 
Architecture. Mr. A. Gardner responded 
on behalf of the Bristol School. 

In the afternoon a match was played 
between the Rugby teams of the two 
schools at the Technical College Athletic. 
Grounds, Cardiff Castle, and resulted in 
a win for the Welsh School.

Ir is reported that Mr. Hooper, the 
Chief Inspector of the Local Government 
Board, declared at a recent inquiry that 
the Local Government Board, in conjunc- 
tion with the Treasury, had decided to 
allow no expenditure during the war 
unless such expenditure was needed to 
enable work to be done to carry out 
Government contracts. Expenditure for 
ordinary developments, he added, must be 
suspended, as borrowing powers would 
not be granted for them. If this announce- 
ment is to be taken as indicating the 
definite policy of the Government, it 
opens up a prospect which demands the 
most serious attention from architects, 
builders, and all dependent on the build- 
ing industry.

Historic Buildings. 
To THE Eprtor or The Builder. 

‘Sir,—It is very refreshing to know that 
someone is concerned (there may be many 
others—at least, I hope so) about the 
position of the many examples (well- 
known as well as lesser-known) of our 
architectural patrimony which, if the 
present state of hostilities develops into a 
planned campaign of “ frightfulness ” 
against the civil population, might to a 
serious extent be totally destroyed or 
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gravely damaged. Mr. Leslie Boyce is to 
be warmly commended for his timely 
quest:on put in the House of Commons to 
the First Commissioner of Works. 

_ The First Commissioner’s reply is open 
to a great deal of criticism. In the first 
place, if the attitude to the question is 
that the task of undertaking a survey—I 
would call it a ‘‘ Doomsday ’’ survey—is 
“not one which could be undertaken at the 
present time ’”’ (to use Mr. Ramsbotham’s 
words), then effort is largely paralysed 
from the very start. The difficulties, if 
any, are not, I submit, of an unsurmount- 
able nature, as perhaps I can in some way 
demonstrate. : 

As regards the estimate of the number 
of buildings of historic and architectural 
value, one source of information—as the 
First Commissioner himself shows—is 
H.M.O.W., where, I should say, some 
hundreds of photographs and measured 
drawings are to be found. Then there is 
the R.I.B.A., a most likely source of in- 
formation where a considerable number 
more—including less well-known build- 
ings in private ownership—could be found. 
Again, as Mr. Ramsbotham perhaps was 
not aware, there is the fairly comprehen- 
sive survey by unemployed architects 
made during the slump of 1932-33! In 
that connection alone I have personal 
knowledge that in one provincial town, 
having an area of 80 sq. miles and a popu- 
lation of over one million inhabitants. 
practically every building of historic and 
architectural importance in the town and 
several in its environs has been surveyed 
and duly recorded by the local architec- 
tural society in conjunction with the local 
civic society. Hence, both the architec- 
tural societies and civic societies in each 
town and district are sources which could 
be tapped for information. 

Again, there are the municipal authori- 
ties who, as is known, are in charge of all 
public buildings in their respective areas, 
including that considerable number of old 
buildings that have come into their hands 
from private ownership during the past 20 
or so years. These authorities have, no 
doubt, in many cases, complete measured 
drawings and photographs of these. 

In view of a complete list being obtained 
from the above mentioned sources, it 
may well come to light that the amount of 
work required to be carried out would be 
very moderate and that amount consisting 
mainly of the lesser-known smaller build- 
ings in private ownership. Mr. Rams- 
botham, in making his reply, seemed un- 
fortunately to be unaware of the mass of 
unemployment in the ranks of the pro- 
fessional members of the building 
industry, whose position is becoming daily 
more serious and who could be well em- 
ployed in undertaking this work, pending 
a revival in commercial building. 

Another suggestion, perhaps worth 
considering, is that the proposed plan 
of utilising the services of unemployed 
artists and designers (reported in the 
issue of Zhe Builder for March 1) for the 
making of a comprehensive pictorial 
record of the changing face of Britain 
might also absorb in its ranks architects 
whose province would be the survey

Maintenance and Renovation of Property. 
To tHE Eprror or The Builder. 


Srr,—There is a widespread tendency 
to regard the maintenance and renovation 
of property as something that may well 
be put off as a proper part of the war 
economy which the Government rightly 
urges all to. practise. 

Nothing could be more fallacious than 
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this mistaken idea. Already, owing to 
industrial concerns and property owners, 
including individual home owners, falling 
victims to this misapprehension, property 
is depreciating at an abnormally rapid 
rate all over the kingdom, threatening 
before long to burden the country with 
losses in its assets amounting in the 
aggregate to millions of pounds. 

The extreme shortage of timber, making 
it difficult, if not almost impossible, to 
replace doors, window frames or other 
woodwork decayed through unprotected 
exposure to the elements, makes its 
preservation an absolute necessity. 

That painting, for instance, in so far 
as it représents maintenance, is true 
economy is recognised by the Finance 
Acts, in that its cost constitutes a legiti- 
mate deduction from taxable funds. This 
affects Schedule A and the Excess Profits 
Tax, in the latter case saving 60 per cent. 
of the maintenance cost. 

It is high time that property owners, 
industrialists and others revised their 
ideas of economy in the light of this pro- 
vision, which places property renovation 
in its right relation to real economy. They 
will conserve their own interests no less 
than those of the nation.

THE GENERAL POSITION. 

“To what lengths the rapid deterioration 
in the position of the building industry has 
gone is shown by the fact that, in spite of 
the depletion of its available labour force by 
the calling up or attraction to other occupa- 
tions of tens of thousands of men, the num- 
ber of building operatives unemployed has 
risen to 264,688,” states the current issue of 
the ‘‘ Building Industries Survey.’”’ ‘‘ Count- 
ing only those available for employment, this 
figure must represent the highest rate of un- 
employment ever reached. ; 

‘‘ This shocking figure emphasises and rein- 
forces a simple fact which should have been 
sufficiently obvious—that the economic prob- 
lem of war is the utilisation of current man- 
power. The problem is to ensure that all 
available current human energies are fully 
utilised, and that should be the aim and 
object of all war-time organisation in the 
industrial field. The authorities, by the 
Schedule of Reserved Occupations, have en- 
sured that men whose services are significant 
for the home front in the widest sense are 
not used for military service where their effec- 
tiveness would be less. But they have not 
ensured that the men so reserved shall be 
employed. = 

“There is no doubt that conditions 
throughout the war will necessitate the main- 
tenance in being, and hence in active employ- 
ment, of a nucleus of the building industry 
capable of rapid expansion. This is essential 
in the first place, because the industry in all 
its sections must be able to meet any demand 
placed upon it by the Government. Building 
is a war industry now to a greater extent 
than in the last war. 

‘Secondly, the great development of the 
air weapon means that we must be prepared 
at some stage of the war for direct attack 
from the air, with consequent widespread 
damage to property. It would be manifest 
folly to disperse the only trained body of men 
capable of repairing and replacing such pro- 
perty, or to endanger the future supply of 
necessary materials. In the third place, much 
of the economic confusion, disorganisation 
and waste apparent during the period imme- 
diately after the last war can be avoided if 
we emerge from this war with a balanced 
nucleus of the building industry ready for 
rapid expansion.”

FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY

On March 12, 1890, a meeting of local 
architects. was held at the Park Hotel, 
Cardiff, under the Presidency of Mr. 
E. W. M. Corbett. At this meeting it was 
decided to form an association of local 
architects, with the title ‘‘ The Cardiff 
Architects’ Society.”” Those present on 
that occasion included the following: 
Messrs. E. W. M. Corbett, Edwin Seward, 
E. H. Bruton, J. Coates Carter, E. M. 
Bruce Vaughan, J. H. Phillips, G. E. 
Halliday, C. B. Fowler, H. Snell, George 
Thomas, E. J. Williams, W. H. Dash- 
wood Cable, David Morgan, F. Baldwin 
and S. Rooney. Of these the only ones 
still living are Mr. David Morgan, of 
Cardiff, and Major C. B. Fowler, of 
Vancouver. . 

The first paper was read to the Society 
on January 30, 1891, by Mr. H. D. Searles- 
Wood, and it is interesting to note that 
the first prizes offered for competition by 
the Society were won by Messrs. J. H. 
Jones and F. W. Chapman, while the 
work of Messrs. H. Teather and C. Wil- 
son was awarded honourable mention. 

The title of the Society was altered to 
“The Cardiff, South Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire Architectural Society” in 
1892, and before the end of 1893 this body 
(of which Mr. E. Seward was the first 
President) became allied to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. It was, 
however, in 1912 that, with the approval 
of the R.I.B.A., the title was changed to 
“The South Wales Institute of Archi- 
tects,’ with an area including the 
counties of Glamorgan, Brecknock, Rad- 
nor, Cardigan, Pembroke, Carmarthen 
and Monmouth. Owing to the great 
extent of the area it was decided during 
the Presidency of Mr. Ivor P. Jones, 
A.R.I.B.A., to divide the South Wales In- 
stitute of Architects into four branches— 
Central, Eastern, Western and Northern 
—with centres at Cardiff, Swansea, New- 
port and Pontypridd respectively. The 
Northern Branch has since been merged 
into the Central Branch, and the head- 
quarters of the Institute as a whole are 
situated in Cardiff. As a result of setting 
up these branches there has been con- 
siderable development of the activities 
of the Institute, and in the growth of the 
membership. In 1912 there were 14 
Honorary Members, 48 Members, 13 Asso- 
ciates, and two Students, making a total 
of 63, while at the present time there are 
nine Honorary Members, 183 Fellows, 34 
Associates and 84 Students, giving a total 
of 301. The Presidential badge was pre- 
sented to the Institute in 1905, and bears 
the following inscription: ‘‘ Presented to 
the Cardiff, South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire Architects’ Society by the Rt. 
Honourable Lord Tredegar and_ Sir 
William Thomas Lewis, Bart.” 

A very important event in the history 
of the South Wales Institute of Architects 
was the R.I.B.A. Conference held in Car- 
diff in June, 1922. This was the second 
provincial conference held by the 
R.I.B.A., and was remarkably successful. 

In more recent years, the R.I.B.A. 


Architecture Medal has been awarded on 
two occasions for buildings of outstand- 
ing merit erected in South Wales, in 1930 
the medal being awarded to Mr. Percy 
Thomas for his premises for Messrs. 
James Howell and Co., in Cardiff, while 
in 19385 the award was made to the same 
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architect for the Guildhall in Swansea. 
For the two years 1935 to 1937, Mr. Percy 
Thomas was the President of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and in 
1939 he was awarded the most important 
of all architectural distinctions, the 
R.I.B.A. Royal Gold Medal. Mr. Percy 
Thomas was President of the South 
Wales Institute of Architects during the 
years 1922-25, 

The South Wales Institute has taken 
a very active part in the training of the 
younger members, and the Welsh School 
of Architecture at the Technical College, 
Cardiff, owes its existence largely to the 
South Wales Institute. This school was 
opened 20 years ago, and now has the 
full recognition of the R.I.B.A. and the 
Registration Council, whilé in association 
with the University of Wales it has 
established a course leading to the degree 
of Bachelor of Architecture. Among the 
distinctions gained by its students are 
the Rome Prize and the following 
R.I.B.A. awards: The Soane Medallion, 
the Alfred Bossom Silver Medal, the 
Recognised Schools Silver Medal, five 
Archibald Dawnay Scholarships, and the 
Banister Fletcher Essay Medal. The 
South Wales Institute of Architects is 
also responsible for the formation of 
advisory panels, which are doing valu- 
able work in the district. 

The present officers of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects are as follows: 
President, Mr. C. F. Bates, F.R.I.B.A.; 
Treasurer, Mr. Harry Teather, F.R.I.B.A., 
and Secretary, Mr. Ivor P. Jones) 
A.R.I.B.A.. 

Owing to the outbreak of war it ha 
been decided not to hold the customary 
dinner, but the fiftieth anniversary of the 
formation of the South Wales Institute of 
Architects will be celebrated at a 
luncheon to be held at the Park Hotel, 
Cardiff to-day (Friday, March 29). 


THE LATE THOMAS ADAMS 


It is with great regret we have to record 
the death of Dr. Thomas Adams, D.Eng., 
F.R.I.B.A., at his home at Battle, Sussex. 

Born in 1871, he was educated privately 
and at the Daniel Stewarts College, Edin- 
burgh. After acting for several years as 
Secretary of the Garden Cities Associa- 
tion, he established himself in private 
practice as a town-planning consultant 
until his appointment in 1909 as first 
Town Planning Inspector to the Local 
Government Board. This was a direct 
appointment by the Rt. Hon. John Burns 
under the Town Planning Act of 1909. In 
1914, the Canadian Government made him 
their adviser on the subject, and two 
vears Jater he accepted the Presidency of 
the Canadian Town Planning Institute. 

In 1923 he was appointed to supervise 
the regional plan of New York. The task, 
which occupied him until 1930 and cost 
£200,000, is described in the book which 
Dr. Adams eventually published, with the 
assistance of Mr. H. M. Lewis and Mr. 
L. M. Orton. Of more particular interest, 
however, was his “‘ Recent Advances in 
Town Planning,’ published in 1932, in 
which Dr. Adams insisted that town 
planning is not to be regarded as an 
arbitrary expedient but as an art—the art 
“of shaping and guiding the physical 
growth of towns, and also of rural com- 
munities, in harmony with social and 
economic needs.’’ Above all, he empha- 
sised the need for flexibility: ‘‘ It should 
never be assumed in planning,” he said, 
“that nothing is good that is not

planned.” A later book was “‘ Outline of 
Town and City Planning” (1935), in which 
he paid a tribute to the L.C.C. for their 
planning of blighted areas. His last 
appointments were as consultant to North 
and West Middlesex and the Thames 
Valley Joint Town Planning Committees, 
to the City of Dundee, and to the boroughs 
of Bexhill, Hastings, and Walthamstow. 
He was A.M.Inst.C.E., F.S.I., and a Past 
President (the first) of the Town Planning 
Institute. He had also been President of 
the Institute of Landscape Architects. 
Dr. Adams’s death removes a great 
figure from the town-planning world, for 
his influence extended far beyond Great 
Britain. By his writings and speeches no 


‘less than by his positive planning work 


he did much to encourage the proper 
planning of cities, not least by the promo- 
tion of the Town and Country Planning 
School, of which in 1933 he was a founder. 

Many of Dr. Adams’s writings and 
papers appeared in our pages, perhaps 
the most important of his more recent 
contributions being on “The Plan and 
Planner of Adelaide,” given in our issue 
for July 9, 1937.

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WAR-TIME BUILDING PRACTICE 


By R. Cotterell Butler, A.R.I.B.A. 
13.—SOCIAL SERVICE UNITS FOR EMERGENCY COMMUNITIES. 
|.—THE GENERAL REQUIREMENTS OF AN EMERGENCY SOCIAL SERVICE CENTRE. 


HE uncertainties of the first six months of the 
war, and the consequent lack of any universally 
accepted attitude on the part of the individual 
towards the question of evacuation, have made it 
particularly difficult to assess either the extent of civil 
evacuation or movement of industrial organisations. 
For a short period one could speak with some certainty 
with regard to the number of children evacuated from 
our larger cities, and during the first few weeks of the 
war the absence from London of a high percentage of 
business firms was obvious. But, apart from official, 
and some of the larger industrial organisations, who— 
on the outbreak of war—moved to “safe” areas for 
the duration, there seems to be little consistency about 
industrial movement as a whole. 

The extent of the existence of emergency communities 
at the moment is, therefore, somewhat speculative, but 
should the war develop the character which most people 
expected at the outbreak, then it is certain that not only 
would the present meagre evacuation be vastly 
augmented, but the number of emergency communities 
which would spring into existence in connection with 
the Government’s armament programme, and industrial 
movement generally, would undergo a considerable 
increase. 

In a war in which the morale of the civilian is of 
almost equal importance to that of the soldier, the pro- 
vision of adequate social services for all members of the 
community, and particularly for those who have under- 
gone the somewhat disintegrating experience of a com- 
plete change of environment, would seem to be an 
absolute necessity. 

To house and to feed the evacuee are obviously first 
considerations, but unless mental as well as physical 
health is maintained, the initial effort will become so 
much waste of time. 

The social service centre, the importance of which was 
just becoming generally recognised before the war, is 
of.no less importance in war-time than in peace, although 
its functions may have to be modified to a certain extent. 

In.-time of peace, centres are primarily connected 
with the provision of facilities for recreation and re- 
creative education, although centres based upon a far 
wider conception of what may be satisfactorily grouped 
together as a unit have been considered, and in a limited 
number of instances actually erected. The war-time 
centre must serve many other purposes in addition to 
providing facilities for amusement and education for 
the emergency community. In peace time the normally 
developed community derive social services—of a sort— 
from a number of differing sources. To take a roughly 
typical example : 

Amusement—Sports Clubs, Cinema, Public Library. 

Education—State-aided Schools, Private Schools. 

Food Supply—lIndividual Catering, Restaurants. 

Medical Services—Clinics, Hospitals, Private Prac- 

titioners. 

A.R.P. Services—Local Authorities. 

Where none of these facilities exist, or where they are 
already overloaded, some form of organisation must 
provide an equivalent service for the emergency 
population. 

For obvious economic reasons, the success of such 
projects must depend upon organisations as much as the 
provision of amenities, but however good the organisa- 
tion may be, it can have but little value without. some 
measure of material facility. The elementary example 


a 


of the solution to the problem of providing amenity 
for such services is, of course, the simple village hall, 
which at varying times may provide accommodation 
for the local clinic, the whist drive, the women’s institute, 
and a score of similar activities. 

The basis of the problem—as far as the architect is 
concerned—is the design of a structural shell which 
shall house with the maximum all-round efficiency a 
wide variety of social activities. Where space is 
limited, the proper selection and design of equipment 
and fittings can do much to promote such efficiency, 
and every consideration must be given to this point. 

Generally speaking, three factors will influence the 
relative importance of the various social service facilities 
required by any particular emergency community :— 

(a) The extent and nature of facilities already 
existing in the locality. 

(6) The characteristics of the emergency com- 
munity to be served. 

(c) After-the-war requirements. 

The nature of existing facilities will naturally vary 
within very wide limits; in some districts there may 
be an almost total absence of services, while in others 
the facilities may exist, but be vastly overcrowded by 
the resident population. 

The second consideration—the character of the 
emergency community in question—will normally be 
the major controlling factor, and it is obvious that the 
requirements of such dissimilar communities as a group 
of industrial workers brought into existence through 
the armament programme, and that of a village 
community composed mainly of evacuated children and 
mothers, will differ greatly. 

In order to effect a maximum economy in the design 
of accommodation, as many general common denomi- 
nators as possible must be found, in order that structures, 
fittings and equipment may be standardised. 

This, then, is the problem before the architect, and 
it is only by a careful analysis of the social problem 
that technical developments can be fully exploited. 
The effects of the best are bound to be wasted unless 
the significance of the human requirements of the 
problem are correctly assessed at the outset. This has 
always been the case, and most controversies about the 
worth of social research are based on a rather futile 
lack of understanding, for what one generation happens 
to call sociology another prefers to call common sense. 

It may be seen from the diagram illustrated opposite 
that the social needs of a war-time.community may be 
grouped under five main headings :— 

Recreation. 

Food Supply. 

Medical Services. 

Education. 

A.R.P. Services. , 

The important root-lines, linking ‘“‘ education,” “* recrea- 
tion” and the mental health branch of “‘ medical services ”’ 
on the right-hand side of the diagram ; the link between 
mental health and anti-shock treatment under A.R.P. 
services ; and dietetics with food supply on the left-hand 
side, should be most carefully noted. These represent the 
main background of mental-physical health maintenance, 
which is so important under war-time conditions. 

Recreation—The importance of maintaining the 
morale of an emergency community has already been 
noted, and this branch of social service cannot be 
stressed too highly. Recreation is—probably more than 
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any other service—one which depends upon efficient 
organisation rather than amenity. Where any com- 
munal building is erected for food or educational 
services, by bearing in mind the elementary require- 
ments of recreational facilities a considerable amount of 
amenity may usually be obtained with little modifica- 
tion of the requirements of the other services. 

Education.—Educational facilities have a very distinct 
connection with the needs of a war-time group, and not 
only may they help to maintain the war-time morale 
of the individual, but may have in addition a lasting 
peace-time value. ' 

Medical Services——In a wide sense, medical services 
provide the link between mental and physical health— 
inseparable in the human being—and intelligent medical 
control should bring together the mental and physical 
needs of the individual in a properly related way. 
Apart from the material connection between the 
emergency branch of first aid and A.R.P. services 
generally, the psychological connection between mental 
health and anti-shock treatment should be observed. 

Food Services—The design of the equipment of the 
food-supply unit should take into account the factors 
of dietetics introduced by war-time economies, and 
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should be directly controlled by the advice of the 
smedical authorities. 
A.R.P. Services.—The requirements of such services 
are already too well known to need particular note here, 
beyond the observations that they will vary enormously 
with the type of emergency community to be served, 
and that due regard should be paid to maintenance of 
morale by anti-shock prophylactics. ~ 
In the next article of this series it is hoped to arrive 
at a general classification of the main types of emergency 
community, and to deal with the major planning con- 
siderations introduced by a general orientation of the 
relative importance of the various social services 
discussed above.

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ARCHITECTS’ REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


THE EIGHTH ANNUAL MEETING AND 32nd ORDINARY 


COUNCIL 


THe eighth annual meeting of the Archi- 
tects’ Registration Council of the United 
Kingdom was held on March 13, at 66, 
Portland-place, W.1, with Mr. Sydney 
Tatchell, F.R.I.B.A. (Chairman), presiding. 
A resolution recording the Council’s deep 
regret at the death of Lord Crawford and 
Balcarres, and their sympathy with the 
Countess of Crawford and the family of the 
late Earl was carried, the members upstand- 
ing. 
Tne Covuncit ; The Council’s constitution for 
the year ending March, 1941, was announced. 
The scrutineers reported that the following 
seven representatives of ‘‘ Unattached ”’ archi- 
tects had been elected : Messrs, E. J. Elford, 
E. W. Chapman, G. L. Head, W. 0. Hudson, 
H. M. Lawson, W. Roseveare and Montagu 


Evans. 


Publication of Discipline Proceedings. 

Arising out of the circulation of counsel’s 
opinion on the publication of discipline pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Jackson moved “ That the 
‘Times’ should be offered an indemnity 
against any possible proceedings arising out 
of the Sime roms of any report of the Disci- 
pline Committee, and the resolution of the 
Council thereon, in accordance with para. 10 
of the Disciplinary Regulations, and that the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association, or the 
Press Association, be approached in order to 
determine whether an omnibus indemnity 
could be arranged for all other newspapers.”’ 

After general discussion, Mason ATHOE 
moved an amendment to the effect ‘‘ That 
the Council’s solicitors be instructed to obtain 
a second opinion and that those Council mem- 
bers who are sufficiently interested and wish 
to bring any point before counsel should be 
allowed to attend any conference with 
counsel.’’ There was no seconder, and Mr. 
Jackson’s resolution was put to a division, 
those voting For being 19 and those Against 4. 

THe ApMIssion CommiTTEE : The report of 
this Committee showed that 218 architects had 
been admitted to the Register and 15 appli- 
cations rejected. The names on the Register 
at December 31 last stood at 12,696; up to 
March 5, 3,320 applications had been received 
under the 1938 Act, and under Regulation 
26 (2) as amended; 1,728 applications were 
still outstanding, 1,527 having been accepted 
and 65 rejected. 

Under Section 6 (1) (d) of the 1931 Act, 
and Regulation 26 (2), no right of appeal is 
enjoyed by applicants to the Register claiming 
as architectural assistants. In order to re- 
move any sense of grievance the Admission 
Committee have decided, where a rejected 
applicant is dissatisfied with the decision and, 
in the Committee’s opinion there is reasonable 
doubt, to invite such applicant to submit 
further evidence in person. 

BoarD OF ARCHITECTURAL Epvucation : The 

Board reported that a letter had been re- 
ceived from Mr. G. W. Jackson drawing 
attention to the position of architectural 
students whose Courses are interrupted by 
military service. Recognised Schools had been 
circularised asking whether they were con- 
sidering the shortening of their Courses or 
making other alterations in their curricula to 
enable students to sit for the vital Inter- 
mediate and Final examinations before being 
called -- 
Mr, Jackson hoped the Board would press 
this matter to a conclusion as early as pos- 
sible. Mr. Minoprio replied that about 
three-quarters of the replies from the schools 
had already been received, and that when 
they were all in, a special meeting of the 
General Purposes Committee of the Board 
would be held to consider the replies. 

FINANCE AND GENERAL Purposss : The re- 
port of this Committee was presented by Mr. 
JACKSON, who drew attention to the stron 
position of the Scholarship Fund, whose total 
income for the past year was £3,315. Grants 
amounting to £1,500 had been given, and cash 
in hand and invested totalled over £5,000. The

Council could therefore continue its assistance 
to students in spite of the anticipated drop 
in income. 

The Committee recommended the appoint- 
ment of an accountant as full-time official 
to carry out the accountancy work of the 


Council and also the duties of deputy- 
registrar. This was carried. 
A recommendation from the Committee 


that the admission fee and retention fee should 
remain at 10s. was agreed to, after discussion, 
with two dissentients. s 

PROFESSIONAL Purposes : This report, pre- 
sented by Mr. Husert Lipsetrer, showed 
that complaints had been laid against two 
registered architects, in one case for holding 
the post of director and chairman of a build- 
ing company, and in the other on the grounds 
of advertising by reason of the part taken by 
him in a B.B.C, talk. 

The former case (in which the registered 
architect was alleged to have deliberately 
attempted to mislead the Council) was recom- 
mended to be referred to the Discipline Com- 
mittee for inquiry. 

Mr. W. O. a thought the Council 
should hesitate before embarking on an expen- 
diture of about £75 on that disciplinary 
inquiry unless it was certain that the Council 
would succeed. Under the Code the Council 
had not, in his opinion, the faintest hope of 
ever proving disgraceful conduct. That part 
of the Code was badly in need of revision. He 
knew what was intended when the Code was 
drafted, but he was not prepared to support 
any action under the relevant clause of the 
Code until it had been revised to include con- 
trolling financial interests. The corresponding 
part of the Code of the Institute of which 
he (the speaker) was a member, said: ‘‘ A 
member may not be a proprietor or director 
of, or have any controlling financial interest 
in, any company carrying on contracting.’’ 
The Architects’ Registration Council’s Code 
of Professional Conduct merely ruled that a 
man “shall not be a principal, partner or 
manager of firms interested in anything in 
the building industry.”” It would go very 
hard with the Council until it had effected 
drastic revisions of that Code, in order to show 
that what was meant was that an architect 
might not use his position as such to influence 
for good any other business interest he might 
have. ; 

Mr. Jackson said that it would not be 
worth the expense to proceed on the case of 
trying to deceive the Registrar. The respon- 
dent could not be proceeded against. as chair- 
man of a building company because that com- 
pany had been wound up. It seemed that 
if a severe reprimand were issued by the 
Council it would meet the case. 

An amendment to this effect, moved by 
Mason ArTHor, was put and carried by 15 
votes to 4. : 

The second case, after discussion, was sent 
back to the Committee for consideration as 
a formal resolution of the Council. 


The 32nd Ordinary Meeting. 

This meeting followed the Annual General 
Meeting, Mr. Sydney Tatchell being unani- 
mously re-elected Chairman of the Council. 
Mr. Darcy Braddell was re-elected Vice- 
Chairman. 

The main business involved the election to 
Committees, and the dates of the quarterly 
meetings were fixed as follows: June 28, 
October 25, December 13 and March 28. 

At the BRegistrar’s request, Mr. Moserty 
moved : ‘‘ That the Finance and General Pur- 
poses Committee be requested’ to confer with 
the solicitor and to report at the June Council 
meeting as to the procedure to be followed 
with regard to those persons, if any, who 
after July 31 next, not being registered per- 
sons, practise or carry on business under the 
name, style or title containing the word 
Foe peat contrary to Section 1 of the 1938 

ct. 

This was. carried. 
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GOVERNMENT AND THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


SIR P. MALCOLM STEWART ON FUTURE 
PROSPECTS. 


In the course of his address at the 
annual meeting of the London Brick Co., 
Ltd., the Chairman (Sir P. Malcolm 
Stewart, Bt.) said that there had been 
unfortunately in the early days of the war 
a considerable lack of co-operation be- 
tween the Government and the building 
industry and of co-ordination of effort. 
Some said they were weary of hearing of 
lack of co-ordination. However, it must 
be stressed, since without a satisfactory 
degree of co-ordination efficiency could 
not be obtained. There had been no 
master plan keying up the whole position 
for the building industry. 

** Manufacturers of building materials,” 
declared the Chairman, “‘ do not suffici- 
ently know what is required of them by 
the Government, virtually their sole cus- 
tomer. Nevertheless, since the outbreak of 
war they have steadily continued to pro- 
duce as far as was possible to meet large 
requirements vaguely suggested as likely 
to be needed for war purposes. But to-day 
the rapidly mounting stocks of building 
materials are bringing many manufactu- 
rers to a standstill. Large quantities of 
materials required for war purposes are 
constantly hinted at, but without some- 
thing more definite it is impossible to 
make a programme, and the position is 
reacting unfavourably on the many 
thousands of employees in the building 
industry. 

“I would like to record the valuable 
co-operation extended by the Ministry of 
Home Security which from an early date 
has taken the building industry into full 
and regular consultation. Some months 
before the war it set up a Building Tech- 
nical Advisory Committee, upon which, 
with other interests, the manufacturers 
of basic building materials are directly 
represented. I am glad to say that there 
are now some signs that other Govern- 
ment building departments will take more 
advantage of the co-operation which has 
been freely offered by the Industry. So 
far there has been no authoritative state- 
ment by the Government as to how far 
the building industry is essential. This 
would be helpful. 

“In one direction experience may be 
gained from the Great War. Many new 
factories were erected, and after their 
completion it was often found that there 
was no housing accommodation available 
for the workers that had to be imported 
to run the factories. This same situation 
is arising to-day and calls for further 


study.” 


The Honan Scholarship, Liverpool. 

The Honan Travelling Scholarship 
which is worth £50 and is awarded each 
year by the Liverpool Architectural 
Society, has been won this year by Mr. 
J. I. Elliott, B.Arch. (Hons.), Liverpool. 
The Scholarship Committee has been so 
pleased with the work of two other com- 
petitors—Mr. Frank Moate, of the North 
Staffordshire branch, and Mr. A. W. 
Jackson, a fourth-year student at the 
Liverpool’ School—that it has suggested 
that each should be awarded a special 
honorarium. The Council had agreed to 
do this.

NEW DIVISIONAL POLICE STATION, HAMMERSMITH 


MESSRS. FARQUHARSON & DONALD 
H. McMORRAN, F. & A.R.I.B.A., 
ARCHITECTS. 


Standing on the west side of Brook Green road, 
this building faces the Hammersmith Public Library. 
A private roadway has been formed along the 
northern boundary to give access to the garage 
and stables at the rear of the site. The station 
has been designed by Messrs. Horace Farquharson 
and Donald H. McMorran, F. and A.R.I1.B.A. 

PLANNING.—The principal entrance for the 
public and divisional offices is in the centre of the 
main front, and a secondary entrance for station 
purposes faces the private road. A _ separate 
entrance is provided for resident officers. 

The main building facing the street consists of 
a simple rectangular block relieved from the neigh- 
bouring frontages by low wings. The quiet 
orderly treatment of the openings expresses the 
purpose of the building. The arms and supporters 
above the entrance were carried out from designs 
by Mr. G. Kruger Gray. 

ConsTRucTION.—There is a reinforced concrete 
structural frame, designed by Mr. W. L. Scott, 
M.Inst.C.E., portions of which are capable of 
resisting the collapse of the superstructure so as 
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to render the basement available for purposes of 
A.R.P. The external walls are faced- with 
London stock bricks, and the main elevation 
with 10 in. by 5 in. by 2 in. buff facing bricks 
and Cornish granite dressings. The whole of the 
materials and finishes have been chosen with 
due regard to economy in first cost and 
maintenance. There is a low-pressure heating 
installation with automatically fired boilers. The 
cells have a system of forced ventilation. 

The clerk of works was Mr. W. W. Broadfoot, 
and the general foreman Mr. R. Weir. The general 
contractors were Messrs. Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts, Ltd., of Queen Anne’s Gate, S.W. Sub- 
contractors and suppliers engaged were :—

NEW DIVISIONAL POLICE STATION, HAMMERSMITH. 
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PRE CAST PURLINS ———— 
TIMBER PURLINS MAY BE 
SUBSTITUTED WITH MODIFIED 
PRE CAST RAFTER 
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A SYSTEM OF HUT CONSTRUCTION USING PRECAST CONCRETE TRUSSES 


Tus system of precast concrete 
trusses, which already has_ the 
official approval of at least one 
Government Department, has been 
designed in order to facilitate the 
construction of all types of huts 
and new factory buildings. Trial 
huts are now being erected for a 
Government Department, and a 
report will shortly be made on them 
by the Building Research Station, 
Watford. 

The design complies generally 
with the requirements of the Code 
of Practice for Reinforced Concrete 
structures, and has been prepared 
on the most scientific lines as a 
continuous framework in which the 
various members are proportioned 
to carry the loads and stresses in 
the simplest and most economical 
way. The concrete is of 1: 1.2: 2.4 
mix of high-grade quality, and the 
design is based on a working stress 
of 1,200 lb. per square inch in com- 
pression. 

Each transverse frame consists of 
two vertical posts, two rafters, and 
one ridge piece. A repetition of 
these units is sufficient for the con- 
struction of the framework of any 
continuous length of hut. For the 
gable and wall it has been found 
advisable to introduce an extra 
(lighter) column in order to limit 
the gross area of wall panel, 
although on the smaller spans it 
may be omitted. 

If huts are required of more than 
one span, double-headed columns 
are introduced, and the main 
rafters are reduced in length to 


accommodate the valley gutter. The 
column foundations and floor slabs 
are so designed as to be cast in one 
operation to form a fixed base for 
the superstructure. The columns 
have projecting ribs on each side 
to form supports for the wall panels. 
Various types of wall material may 
be used to provide the same degree 
of heat insulation as a cavity brick 
wall. 

The roof framework is designed to 
be covered with 1l}-in. heavy-duty 
““Thermacoust ” slabs or similar 
material covered with bituminous 
sheeting. 

The roof slabs are fixed to the 
purlins by hook bolts and the eaves 
gutters are secured by means of 
brackets clipped to the lowest pur- 
lins. The concrete purlins are fixed 
to the rafters by means of bolts, 
and there is also a design for a 
simpler rafter member for use with 
wooden purlins. 

Drawings and details of members 
have been prepared for all spans up 
to 30 ft. to suit Government Depart- 
ments and other specifying authori- 
ties. The following points are of 
interest :— 

(1) The cost is comparable with 
that of timber; (2) the total 
weight of reinforcement in a 
building 19 ft. by 60ft. is only 
93 cwt. This low weight is made 
possible by the use of “‘ Twisteel ”’ 
bars which show a reduction of 
20 per cent. on the weight of mild 
steel bars. This weight of steel 
does not include reinforcement 
for the purlins; (3) pre-cast mem- 


bers can be made locally by an 
approved precast concrete manu- 
facturer so that there is no fear 
of delay in delivery. 


(4) No skilled labour is neces- 
sary for erection of the frame- 
work; (5) the complete building 
has a high degree of fire resis- 
tance, and as the main structural 
material is Portland cement it is 
not subject to deterioration with 
age; (6) designs of vertical posts 
are available to suit any type of 
walling, either single skin or 
cavity. 

(7) Where a building site is not 
level and it is necessary to exca- 
vate or fill in over part of the hut 
area in order to obtain a level 
floor, it is not necessary to alter 
the design of the main frame- 
work; it is only necessary to 
increase the size of the column 
foundations. 


In the trial hut referred to above, 
which is being erected for a Govern- 
ment Department, the vertical posts 
are of H section, a single layer of 
slab 2 in. thick being cemented into 
the grooves and rendered on the 
outside face. The roof consists of 

3-in. ‘“‘ Thermacoust ”’ slabs colour- 

washed on the inside and covered 
on the outside with 2-ply bitumi- 
nous sheeting. The floor consists of 
4in. of concrete with a granolithic 
finish. 


The system of trusses has been 
designed by the design department 
of Messrs. “ Twisteel”’ Reinforce- 
ment, Ltd., of New Malden, Surrey. 
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PARTY WALLS IN LONDON 
_ ALTERATIONS IN PROC:DURE.—IV.

THE AWARD. 


THE award which, under Section 5 of 
the new Act, any two of the three sur- 
veyors make in settling differences be- 
tween owners, or which, if no two of them 
are in agreement, the selected third sur- 
veyor is to muke, may, amongst other 
things, determine the right to execute, 
and the time and manner of executing, 
any work, and, generally, any other matter 
arising out of, or incidental to, the dif- 
ferences between them. 

These powers are very wide; and by the 
Act the award is made conclusive. Never- 
theless, it must be remembered that if an 
award is given in excess of the surveyors’ 
jurisdiction, it may be held to be invalid 
pro tanto. Nor can an award give a 
dispensation for the future. 

Either of the parties to the difference 
may, within fourteen days after the de- 
livery of an award, appeal to the County 
Court against the award; and this Court 
may rescind the award, or modify it, and 
may make such order as to costs as it 
thinks fit. Moreover, an appellant may 
prosecute his appeal in the High Court if 
he is unwilling that the differences should 
be decided by the County Court. 

Where an appellant against an award 
brings an action in the High Court, the 
following procedure is applicable under 
Section 55 (0) of the 1939 Act: (1) If the 
parties agree to the facts; a special case 
can be stated for the opinion of the Court 
and this may be dealt with in accordance 
with the rules of the Court; (2) In any 
other case the plaintiff must deliver to 
the defendant an issue, whereby the 
matters in difference can be tried; (3) 
The issue may be in a form agreed on 
between the parties, or, in case of dispute 
or non-appearance of the defendant, as 
may be settled by the Court; (4) The 
action is to proceed, and the issue is to 
be tried as nearly as circumstances per- 
mit, in accordance with the rules of the 
court; and (5) Costs incurred by the 
parties: in the county court are to be 
deemed to be costs incurred in the action 
in the High Court. 

The object of the notice to be given to 
an adjoining owner when building within 
10 ft. of his land or building is a safe- 
guard to the building owner against any 
injury he might cause the adjoining owner 
in regard to both vertical and lateral 
support. 

Furthermore, no claim for loss of busi- 
ness can be entertained through the exer- 
cise by the building owner of the rights 
given to him under the Act. 

No work should be done until the award 
is made, unless, indeed, a dangerous 
structure notice has been served upon the 
owners. 

Under Section 53 of the new Act, power 
is given to a building owner to enter 
premises at all usual times of working, 
and if the premises.are closed, he and his 
workmen can, if accompanied by a con- 
stable or other police officer, break open 
any fence or door in order to effect such 
entry. Whereas the 1930 Act (S. 118) gave 
power, in regard to entry, to remove any 
furniture, the new Act (S. 53) includes 
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also fittings. It may be that some diffi- 
culty may arise in regard to the meaning 
of what are “ fittings.” : 

A building owner has a right to pull 
down a party structure and rebuild it if 
it is not already sufficient for his new 
building, bearing the expense of it. But 
an owner who pulls down and rebuilds a 
defective party structure under the powers 
given in the Act is not»bound-to make 
good damage to the adjoining owner’s 
house if such damage is the necessary 
consequence of the execution of the works 
authorised, but if he does that work 
negligently, he is undoubtedly liable for 
such negligence. 

In every instance, the building owner 
must make good all damage occasioned 
by his work to a party structure, and put 
the structure in proper condition as 
before he began the work, also any other 
things affected by the work. 

It is a general rule that the building 
owner cannot acquire a greater interest in 
a party structure beyond that he already 
enjoyed by user. The right to make good 
a party structure is confined to making it 
so that it becomes effective for the pur- 
pose for which it is to be used. 

The right to underpin a party structure 
was included in the Metropolitan Building 
Act, 1855, and has been included in all 
Acts since. (See Article II of this series.)

OBITUARY 


John William Corney, L.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death on 
March 12 of Mr. John William Corney, 
Deputy County Architect for Derbyshire. 
He had been in failing health for some 
considerable time, and his passing was 
not altogether unexpected. 

Mr. George H. Widdows, F.R.I.B.A., 
writes :— 

Mr. Corney was a native of Settle, in 
Yorkshire, and served his articles with 
Messrs. Perkins and Bulmer, of Leeds. 
After being engaged in private offices, he 
turned his attention to public administra- 
tion, and received an appointment with 
the Northamptonshire County Council, 
where he remained until 1919, in which 
year he came to the Derbyshire County 
Council. Mr. Corney served in the war 
of 1914-18 in the Artists’ Rifles. 

For 17 years he and I worked in close 
collaboration, and I ever found him a 
loyal colleague, always willing to give of 
his best. He had a somewhat retiring dis- 
position, but was ready at all times, in 
his private life, to lend a hand for good 
causes, his garden being often placed at 
the disposal of various organisations for 
garden parties. In his public work he 
had a Yorkshire directness which, 
coupled with a sense of humour, enabled 
him to hold his own very satisfactorily 
when negotiations were in progress. He 
felt that public money should be spent 
with the same care as private money, a 
fact that many would-be negotiators soon 
found out. It was more than entertaining 
to hear him holding his own on occasions 
such as these. He was a faithful public 
official who, having set a course, went 
through all his work fearlessly. 

Mr. Corney leaves a widow, daughter 
and son. The son, Mr. Peter Beldam 


Corney, is a third-year student at the 


Birmingham School of Architecture. 
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James Carrick, F.R.1.B.A. 

The death occurred suddenly, on 
March 15, at Ayr, of Mr. James Carrick, 
F.R.I.B.A., F.R.I.A.S., one of the best- 
known architects in Ayrshire. A native 
of Glasgow, he went to Ayr as a young 
man, and later began in practice on jis 
own account, afterwards taking in jis 
son as partner. Mr. Carrick was respon- 
sible*for thedesign of the entertainment 
pavilions at Gourock and Rothesay— 
being selected by open competition—aid 
also for the Ayr ice-rink. He was a Pa:>t- 
President of the Ayr Rotary Club. In tiie 
Great War he held the rank of captain ‘yn 
the Royal Artillery. 


H. J. Wise, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Henry James Wise, F.R.I.B.A., of Newtcn 
Blossomville, near Bedford, aged 67. 


T. Harold Hill, A.R.1.B.A. 

The death has occurred of Mr. Thomes 
Harold Hill, A.R.I.B.A., of Altrincham. 
Mr. Hill’s architectural works include tlie 
Altrincham Garrick Playhouse, a Sunday 
school and memorial hall for the Methou- 
ist Church in Oxford Rvad, Altrincham, 
and a Congregational church on the 
Altrincham Council’s housing estate at 
Oldfield Brow. He was also architect. 
for extensions to Altrincham General 
Hospital in the last 10 years. 


Frank Tugwell. 

The death is reported of Mr. Frank 
Tugwell, of 40, Esplanade, Scarborough. 

Mr. Tugwell, who had been an Asso- 
ciate of the R.I.B.A., had an extensive 
domestic practice, and was.also respon- 
sible for the internal reconstruction of 
the Savoy Theatre, Strand, in 1929, in 
association with Mr. Basil Ionides. He 
also designed the Shaftesbury Theatre 
and playhouses at Manchester, Harrogate 
and elsewhere. Until 1928 Mr. Tugwell 
had sat as Conservative Member of the 
North Riding C.C. He was 78.

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IN PARLIAMENT 


Rur2! Housing. 

Mssorn Carver asked the Minister of 
Health what was the present policy of his 
Department with regard to the discretion 
given to local authorities under Section 2 (3) 
of the Housing (Rural Workers) Act with 
regard to the giving of financial assistance for 
recunditioning agricultural workers’ cottages ; 
and whether he had made it clear that such 
work must continue during the war. 

Mr. Exttor said he would continue to give 
the most sympathetic consideration to propo- 
sals under the Housing (Rural Workers) Acts, 
especially where the proposals included the 
provision of additional accommodation. 


A.R.P. and Architects and Surveyors. 

Sim T. Moore asked the Home Secre- 
tary to what extent at the present time the 
advice of structural engineers, architects and 
other experts was being used by his depart- 
ment to keep up to date, as far as possible, the 
codes and regulations with regard to the pro- 
tection of buildings against air raids, and the 
erection of special air raid shelters, and 
whether any special steps had been taken to 
Shinne. Fe latest data in this respect from 
Finland. 

Sir J. AnpERsoN said that the branch of 
the Air Raid Precautions Department devoted 
to research and experiments was expanded 
at the outbreak of war by the addition of 
engineering, architectural and other experts. 
In addition, the Department received very 
valuable assistance from the Building Tech- 
nical Advisory Committee. As regarded the 
latter part of the question, he could assure 
his hon, friend that all appropriate steps had 
been taken. 

Sin T. Moore asked the Home Secre- 
tary what action had been taken up to date 
under Section 33 of the Civil Defence Act, 
under which he was enabled, after taking pro- 
fessional advice, to make regulations to render 
new buildings less vulnerable to air raids. 

Sir J. ANDERSON said that no regulations 
had yet been made under Section 335 of the 
Civil Defence Act, though some of the 
principles which would be incorporated in such 
Regulations were being adopted in the con- 
struction of new munition factories and some 
other buildings. In view of the urgency of 
other questions of structural protection and the 
reduction in ordinary building under present 
conditions, full consideration of this matter 
had hitherto been postponed but the proposals 
of his technical advisers would be discussed 
in detail with the Building Technical Advisory 
Committee in the near future. 


Mortgages and the Rent Acts. 

__ Sir J. MEttor asked the Minister of Health 
if he would state the considerations on which 
the Government had decided to continue 
during war time the exclusion of mortgages 
repayable by instalments from the scope of 
the Rent and Mortgage Interest Restrictions 
Acts; and whether, having regard to the 
Government’s declared “ies of keeping 
interest rates at a low level, he would intro- 
duce legislation to prevent building societies 
and other mortgagees from taking advantage 
ot this exclusion in order to increase rates of 
interest payable by mortgagors except in 
special circumstances. 

Mr. Exxior said that the Rent and Mort- 
gage Interest Restrictions Acts related, and 
had always related, primarily to houses which 
were let, and there were no peculiar conditions 
at present which had not obtained during the 
long period in which these Acts had been in 
force which indicated that extension of the 
Scope of the Acts in the direction suggested 
was desirable. With regard to the last part 
of the question, there was at present no 
evicence to suggest that special restrictions 
needed to be applied to contracts of this kind 
which did not apply to contracts generally, 
and he saw no grounds for such action as his 
hon. friend suggested. 


Unemployed Operatives. 

Me. Satr asked the Minister of Labour if ke 
was aware that men were coming before the 
rating authorities and before the justices 
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owing to the defaulters belonging to reserved 
occupations, such as the building and kindred 
trades, in which they were unable to obtain 
employment and yet, owing to this being their 
normal occupation, they were refused registra- 
tion for training in the manufacture of 
munitions; and could he either vary the 
instructions with regard to their registration 
or take some steps which would enable them 
to meet their liabilities. 

Mr. E. Brown said that men were not 
accepted for training in the Government’s 
Training Centres if they belonged to occupa- 
tions which, for the purposes of recruitment 
to the Defence Services, were reserved on 
account of their immediate or prospective im- 
portance to industry. In the case of the build- 
ing industry most skilled occupations were 
thus reserved at certain ages, but men in the 
occupations of plasterer, house painter, gas- 
fitter, steel-bender and fixer and ironworker 
for ferro-concrete, and foreman roofing felt 
fixer were permitted to join any Service as 
volunteers. He had decided that such men 
might be accepted for training in the Govern- 
ment’s Training Centres.

Explosion in Flue. 

In connection with a question and answer 
printed in our issue of March 1, another 
correspondent writes as follows :— 

Unquestionably, the trouble referred to by 
your querist ‘‘ A. B.’’ was due to an accumu- 
lation of gases in the chimney flue. Anthra- 
cite has a comparatively high ignition tem- 
perature, and this fuel requires adequate 
draught. The size of fuel, either anthracite 
or coke, is largely governed by the draught 
available and also by the thickness of. the 
fuel bed through which the air has to pass. 
No trouble, however, should be experienced 
with a mixture of anthracite and coke, pro- 
vided the fuel is approximately 3 in. to 1} in. 
in size. Furnace coke will give rather better 
results than gas-coke in this type of boiler. 
T should advise the use of asbestos-cement 
flue-pipes, as thev will not corrode with the 
fumes from the fuel, although boiler manu- 
facturers usually recommend an adequate 
brick flue, Yin. by Qin., for the most effec- 
tive results. A standard pattern cowl at top 
of the suggested asbestos flue-pipe or brick 
flue will prevent down-draught, which may 
have been the cause of the trouble referred 
to. The cowl must be arranged so that it is 
clear of the roof-ridge and walls of any 
adjacent buildings; otherwise the baffling of 
the wind in close proximity to the flue may 
cause down-draughts, which must be avoided.

obey the order, the same construction might 
hold good in the case of the local authority. 

Accordingly, both the owner and the local 
authority were under the duty to adopt a 
method of demolition which would not inter- 
fere with the right of the owner of the ad- 
joining building. He thought that the appeal 
failed and should be dismissed. 

The Lords Justices concurred, and the 
appeal of the Corporation was accordirgly 
dismissed with costs. 
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DEMOLITION UNDER CLEARANCE ORDER. 
RIGHT OF ADJOINING OWNER TO 
SUPPORT TO HIS PROPERTY. 

Court or APPEAL.

Bond v. Nottingham Corporation. 

This case, which came before the Court on 
the appeal of the Nottingham Corporation 
from the judgment of Mr. Justice Simonds 
in the Chancery Division, raised the question 
whether a local authority who proposed to 
demolish a house, comprised in a clearance 
order under the Housing Acts, were legally 
entitled to do so without providing equivalent 
support for an adjoining house outside the 
area, the owner of that house having an ease- 
ment of support from the property which was 
to be demolished. 

The facts were these : Mr. G. C. Bond was 
the owner of Aspley House, Alperton-road, 
Nottingham, which was on the boundary of 
an area subject to the clearance order which 
was confirmed by the Minister of Health 
in January, 1935. Mr. Bond alleged that 
he was entitled to an easement of support 
for his house from the adjoining property 
belonging to a Mr. Norman, which had 
been ordered to be demolished under the 
clearance order. Mr. Bond, believing that 
Mr. Norman was proposing to demolish his 
property without providing adequate support 
for his house, brought actions against Mr. 
Norman and the Corporation, which actions 
were consolidated, and he applied by motion 
before Mr. Justice Simonds for an injunction 
to restrain the proposed demolition. 

On \May 6 last year, Mr. Justice Simonds 
grante an injunction against Mr. Norman 
restraining him from demolishing his pro- 
perty without providing equivalent support 
for Mr. Bond’s, and the action against the 
Corporation was ordered to stand over. 
Later on, as the Corporation proposed to do 
the work without providing the support, Mr. 
Bond moved before Mr. Justice Simonds for 
an injunction also against the Corporation, and 
the learned judge granted the injunction, and 
from this result the Nottingham Corporation 
now appealed. ee 

Mr. C. E. Harman, K.C., and Mr. Wilfrid 
Hunt appeared for the appellants, and Mr. 
E. J. Rimmer for the legal representatives of 
Mr. Bond, who had died before Mr. Justice 
Simonds had delivered the judgment now 
under appeal. SEX: 

In. the course of his judgment dismissing 
the appeal, the Master of the Rolls said he 
found himself in full agreement with the con- 
clusion of Mr. Justice Simonds. 

It was not disputed in the present case that 
the construction contended for by the appel- 
lants would result in interfering with the 
plaintiff’s rights without compensation, but it 
was said that the language of Parliament was 
so clear that the Court was obliged to con- 
strue it as having that result. The position 
was that not merely on the construction 
would the plaintiff be deprived of his rights 
without compensation, but that that depriva- 
tion would be of a particularly objectionable 
character, seeing that under the Housing Act, 
1936, the alternative methods were provided 
by which a local authority could secure the 
elimination of buildings, first by ordinary 
demolition, and secondly, by purchasing the 
area in question. In the latter case, provision 
was made that any easement affecting the 
property purchased should cease, but that 
compensation should. be paid to.the person 
entitled to the benefit of the easement. Upon 
the question of construction of Section 36 of 
the Housing Act, 1936, the proper way of 
construing it ‘was to consider, in the first 
place, the powers and duties of the owner of 
property ordered to be demolished. The duty 
of the owner in demolishing must be to haye 
regard to the adjoining owner's right of sup- 
port by providing an equivalent support. It 
was the duty cast on the local .authority as 
to carrying out the duty originally -imposed 
on the owner, and in ‘case the owner did not

CONSTRUCTIONAL WORKS. 

THE fact that the nine ordnance factories 
in operation at the beginning of the war 
had since been increased to sixteen, and 
that a further 37 factories were being 
planned to go into production by the end 
of 1941, was mentioned by Mr. Leslie 
Burgin (Minister of Supply) at a Press 
conference on March 20. Since the begin- 
ning of the war the Ministry had placed 
orders for materials; munitions and 
stores to a total of £508,000,000, of which 
£34,000,000 had been expended on building 
and equipment of Government and other 
factories. 

In reply to questions, the Minister said 
that use was being made of the smaller 
firms, and mentioned one order for hos- 
pital hut interiors which had been placed 
with an association which had distributed 
the work among its members. In regard 
to timber, he hoped that industry would 
make greater use of hardwoods. The 
sooner industry knuckled down to that 
probiem the sooner it would get work. 

As far as the allocation of building con- 
tracts was concerned, when his Ministry 
placed big contracts they instructed the 
main contractors to see that local firms 
were given full opportunity for the supply 
of building materials. He hoped such 
firms would keep in close touch with their 
area Office.

Iron and Steel Control. 

The Minister of Supply has made the 
Control of Iron and Steel (No. 7) (Scrap) 
Order, 1940, Direction (No. 2) to take effect 
as from April 1 next, and superseding the 
Direction (No. 1) issued with the Control of 
Iron and Steel (No. 7) (Scrap) Order, 1940 
(S.R. & O., 1940, No. 287). 

The new Direction marks an’ important 
change in the method of operation of the 
control of scrap iron and steel. Hitherto, it 
has not been necessary for purchasers to 
obtain licences to acquire iron and _ steel 
scrap save for four special grades, but as 
from April 1 any person desiring to acquire 
scrap iron or steel must be authorised by 
licence so to do except in the case of any 
person, other than a person operating an iron 
works or steel works or “foundry or forge, 
who confines his acquisitions to quantities not 
exceeding in the aggregate one ton from any 
one person in any one week. This exception 
has the effect of leaving local authorities and 
voluntary organisations free to continue 
house-to-house and other collections as 
hitherto. For the time being it is intended 
to issue general licences to merchants, and 
restricted licences to consumers according to 
the quality they require.

Distribution of Steel Supplies.

All the consuming interests have, for the 
purposes of the scheme, been grouped under 
Government departments which, in conjunc- 
tion with the Iron and Steel Control, will be 
responsible: for the supplies of finished steel 
to the services covered by the departments.

TENTH ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 

The tenth annual general meeting of the 
Ballast, Sand and Allied Trades Association 
was held at the Café Royal, W.1, on 
March 12, at which there was a very good 
attendance. The President, Sir Herbert G. 
Williams, M.P., was in the chair, supported 
by the Chairman of the Association, Mr. 
R. S. Brewis. 

The principal business of the meeting was 
the adoption of the amended Constitution, 
Rules and Regulations of the Association, 
and Mr. Brewis explained the reasons for the 
Council recommending this new constitution 
to the general meeting. The three main 
changes were :— 

(1) That producers would have their own 
separate section in the Association, and 
have final control in the operation of the 
Association, in consequence of which they 
shoulder the main burden of the finances. 

(2) That distributors would also have 
their own section, and work independently 
of producers in all matters affecting dis- 
tribution, but would be linked to the pro- 
ducers’ section by means of a Co-ordinating 
Committee consisting of representatives of 
producers and distributors in equal numbers. 

(3) That where it is desired, the forma- 
tion of local groups of producers and of 
distributors would be facilitated. 

He said that the constitution followed very 
closely the draft constitution of the National 
Federation, which had already been approved 
by members in general meeting, and hoped 
that the changes effected would serve thie 
objects which members desired. 

The President then put the amended consti- 
tution to the meeting, and, after minor 
alterations, this was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Brewis then referred to items men- 
tioned in the annual. report, including a 
reference to the work which the Association 
had done in connection with the establish- 
ment of Construction Companies and Artisan 
Works Companies of the Royal Engineers, 
for which members of this industry were par- 
ticularly suited; the work done in endeavour- 
ing to keep the industry occupied during the 
present difficult period; the advercising 
undertaken in the Press and by means of 
circulars and advisory pamphlets to municipal 
surveyors, etc. ; and research work. 

The report and accounts were adopted.
